set for Wednesday by 700,000 
steelworkers. 


Negotiators for the "Big

steel firms and the CIO United 
Steelworkers union agreed to an 
appeal by Acting Mobilization 
rector John R. Steelman to stand 
by in New York for a new try to< 
vard a settlement. 


Sends \VSB Chairman 


Steelman said he was sending 


Nathan Feinsinger, chairman of 
he Wage Stabilization Board, to 
'Jew York immediately. 


A conference between the man- 


agement and union negotiatois col 
apsed yesterday and the union fol 
owed it up by mailing strike 
notices to the steel firms and union 
ocals. 


The strike notices were signed

If that happens, and there is no 


definite action taken on cither be- 
fore July 1 when the board takes 
office, the problem of the petitions 
will go to the trustees. 


Xew, Law 


A school board of trustees is 


being elected in each county in the 
state. The boards were formed un- 
der a new state law, passed last 
August, and given the responsibil- 
ity of changing the boundaries of 
school districts and creating new 
school districts upon the filing of 
petitions. 


At the polls, each voter will nave 


seven choices. He may vote for 
any seven of the 11 candidates on 
the ballot. Not more than one man, 
however, from tho same congres- 
sional township may serve on the 
board. If, then, two men were run- 
ning from the same township—as 
is the case in two instances in this 
election—and both placed in the 
top seven, the No. 2 man from that 
township would be replaced by the 
No. 8 man in the election.

There's a Debate Going-on Over 


Monetary Policies 


1 The Federal Reserve, the treasury and the congress are 


in a hot debate over money. Monetary policies are compli- 
cated, but it's your money. So don't get the idea this set-to 


being fought up in the financial clouds remote from your 


The issue a congressional committee is looking into today 


is whether the Federal Reserve banks should be independent 
of the U S. treasury, or be made more amenable to executive 
backseat driving- But involved in that fight—which encom- 
passes the entire set-up of this country's money, credit, and 
government debt—are such questions directly, touching your 
life as these: 


Will prices and the cost of living start up again because 


of the methods of financing the upcoming big treasury defi- 
cit? Or can inflation be held down by federal reserve mamp- 
ulation of money and credit? 


Should interest rates go higher? This would be a boon 


to savers, who have been getting it in the neck for years, but 
a pain to borrowers, who have been profiting from cheap 
money? 
Involved indirectly is the question: 


higher to hold down the deficit? Should the interest rates on 
the federal debt be allowed to rise? Some say this would kill 
chances of taxes coming down soon, because the cost of car- 
rying the mounting federal'debt will drain the treasury still 
more and keep the need for taxes great. 


At issue, too, is the Federal Reserve's power to tighten 


or ease credit-curbs. If tightened, bankers say the threat of 
future inflation—meaning even higher cost of living and even 
cheaper dollars—would be less. If eased, storekeepers, auto 
dealers, home builders say they could do more business Mith 
small-income people wanting to buy on time. And business- 
men wanting to expand their plants, carry inventories, or 
engage in normal business pursuits requiring credit would 
find life easier, since cheap money favors those in debt. 


Backers of the Federal Reserve's independence say the 


banking system must be kept free of politics. If th party in 
power can run the Federal Reserve system, through a closer 
tie-in to congress or to the executive, bankers say a free eco- 
nomic system would be endangred. Cheap money—infla- 
tion—could be turned on at will as a vote-getter.

- Your saving bonds also are involved in the debate. The 


treasury is being urged to make .them more attractive—some 
suggest higher interest rates; others would make the yield 
greater in the earlier years of a bond's life; some would re- 
store the tax exemptions such interest once had. The treas- 
ury badly wants to sell more bonds to you. 


All of these issues—inflation, cheap money, taxes, inter- 


est on the federal debt, credit curbs, savings bonds—are be- 
ing constantly discussed by officials of the Federal Reserve 
and the U. S. treasury. Often they disagree, but these agen- 
$ies have been in a publicized accord (or uneasy truce) for

The subject of heart attack, 


vhich is usually coronary occlusion , 
or coronary thrombosis, has been 
often discussed in this column. Al- 
though this is an alarming condi- 
tion which frequently seems to 
come without warning, and from 
which far too many persons die 
quite suddenly, I wish to empha- 
size the hopeful and encouraging 
eatures of coronary occlusion. 


At present it appears that there , 


are nine chances out of ten of a 
person recovering from the first . 
attack of coronary occlusion. In a 
recent study of 412 patients, after 
an acute coronary occlusion, two- 
fifths of the patients made a com- 
plete recovery. Another quarter of 
Lhe 412 made a satisfactory re- , 
covery except for occasional pain 
on exertion.

One quarter of the patients who 


had 
recovered 
completely 
had 


lived more than 10 years at the 
time the'Study was made, and four 
out of ten had lived more than five 
years. More than eight out of ten 
were employed and six out of ten 
at full-time woric. 


Among the patients in the group 


whose first attack occurred before 
they had reached the age of 45, 
there was only a slightly better 
outlook than in the older patients. 
Therefore, an older person who has 
an attack need by no means take 
a pessimistic view. 
FEAU CAN ENDANGER HEART 


In another recent discussion of 


heart disease and other physical 
ailments by a prominent and dis- 
tinguished physician, it was pointed 
out that fear of heart disease may 
react unfavorably on the heart it- 
self, and certainly on the other 
activities of the body. 


In the course of the article, he 


mentioned several patients who 
had had heart attacks, but had 
been able to surmount the mental 
effects and had led long and active 
lives for many years thereafter. 


Certainly, every experienced phy- 


sician will endorse the need for an 
intelligent attitude by the person 
who has had a heart attack by 
putting fear in the background. It 
is not easy to develop this attitude, 
but the passage of time does help. 


At any rate, there Is no doubt 


but that many who have suffered 
a coronary occlusion can recover 
to a remarkable degree and stay 
in good health for many years.

The issue a congressional committee is looking into today 


is whether the Federal Reserve banks should be independent 
of the U S. treasury, or be made more amenable to executive 
backseat driving- But involved in that fight-which encom- 
passes the entire set-up of this country's money, credit, and 
government debt—are such questions directly, touching your 
life as these: 


Will prices and the cost of living start up again because 


of the methods of financing the upcoming big treasury deti- 
cit? Or can inflation be held down by federal reserve manip- 
ulation of money and credit? 
Should interest rates go higher? This would be a boon 


to savers, who have been getting it in the neck for years but 
a pain to borrowers, who have been profiting from cheap 


m°nInvolved indirectly is the question: Should taxes go 
higher to hold down the deficit? Should the interest rates on 
the federal debt be allowed to rise? Some say this would kill 
chances of taxes coming down soon, because the cost of car-- 
rying the mounting federal debt will dram the treasury still 
more and keep the need for taxes great. 


At issue, too, is the Federal Reserve's power to tighten 


or ease credit curbs. If tightened, bankers say the threat of 
future inflation—meaning even higher cost of living and even 
cheaper dollars—would be less. If eased, storekeepers, auto 
dealers, home builders say they could do more business Mith 
small-income people wanting to buy on time. And business- 
men wanting to expand their plants, carry inventories, or 
engage in normal business pursuits requiring credit would 
find life easier, since cheap money favors those m debt. 
Backers of the Federal Reserve's independence say the 


banking system must be kept free of politics. If th party in 
power can run the Federal Reserve system, through a closer 
tie-in to congress or to the executive, bankers say a free eco- 
nomic system would be endangred.,. Cheap money—infla- 
tion—could be turned on at will as a vote-getter.

vhich is usually coronary occlusion . 
r coronary thrombosis, has been 
(ten discussed in this column. Al- 
hough this is an alarming condi- 
ion which frequently seems to 
ome without warning, and from 
vhich far too many persons die 
,uite suddenly, I wish to empha- 
, 


tee the hopeful and encouraging , 
ealures of coronary occlusion. 
At present it appears that there , 


are nine chances out of ten of a 
>erson recovering from the first 
attack of coronary occlusion. In a 
recent study of 412 patients, after 
in acute coronary occlusion, two- 
ifths of the patients made a com- 
ilete recovery. Another quarter of 
he 412 made a satisfactory re- , 
covery except for occasional pain 
on exertion. 


One quarter of the patients who 


had 
recovered 
completely had 


ivcd more than 10 yeais at the 
time the study was made, and four 
out of ten had lived more than five 
years. More than eight out of ten 
were employed and six out of ten 
at tylMime work. 


Among the patients in the group 


whose first attack occurred before 
they had reached the age of 45, 
there was only a slightly better 
outlook than in the older patients. 
Therefore, an older person who has 
an attack need by no means take 
a pessimistic view. 
FEAR CAN ENDANGER HEART 


In another recent discussion ot 


heart disease and other physical 
ailments by a prominent and dis- 
tinguished physician, it was pointed 
out that fear of heart disease may 
icact unfavorably on the heart it- 
self, and certainly on the other 
activities of the body. 


In the course of the article, he 


mentioned several patients who 
had had heart attacks, but had 
been able to surmount the mental 
effects and had led long and active 
lives for many years thereafter. 


Certainly, every experienced phy- 


sician will endorse the need for an 
intelligent attitude by the person 
who has had a heart attack by 
putting fear in the background. It 
is not easy to develop this attitude, 
but the passage of time does help. 


At any rate, there is no doubt 


but that many who have suffered 
a coronary occlusion can recover 
to a remarkable degree and stay 
in good health for many years.

Thursday in a tunnel housing 
steam pipes and electrical con- 
duits.

gainst any attack," the president 
aid. 


Queen SpeakH 


Truman's talk followed one by 
lueen Juliana of The Netherlands, 
ow paying a state visit here with 
er husband. Prince Bernhard. 
"The North Atlantic treaty is 
n instrument of peace," the pres- 
dent said in obvious reply to So- 
net propaganda against the organ- 
lation. Truman continued: 
"All the lies and smears of hos- 
le propaganda cannot conceal the 
act that our nations have entered 
his treaty to preserve peace. The 
eople of our countries don't want 
o fight another war; they want to 
revent one. And they have gone 
about it in the only way that can 
jossibly work; that is, by banding 
ogether for mutual self-protec 
ion. 


"Never Will Work" 


"In the past, many of the North 


Atlantic treaty countries at one 
ime or another have tried to find 
icace through neutrality and iso- 
ation. It didn't work. It never 
will work." 


He said the nations are working 
o build "solid social and economic 
oundations." 


"Our aim is to remove the threat 


if war and thus set the forces of 
luman progress and advance 
ment," the president said. 


He said the struggle for peace is 


lot easy and cannot be won over- 
night.

Acheson, one of the original 


signers of the Atlantic treaty, said 
he is convinced the member na- 
ions *,'can obtain both military 
strength and economic stability." 


He said the alliance set up to 


mild military security has assum- 
ed far wider purposes. 


"Already, one result of our ef- 


orts has taken form in substance," 
le said. "The nations of continen- 
al Europe have begun to develop 
unified political, economic and 
military institutions. When com- 
peted, these institutions can tin 
derpin the strength oLJSurope for 
generations to come."

Breast Cancer 
Transmitted by 
Male, Study Shoivs 


BY ALTON L, BLAKESLEE

MADISON, Wis., (AP) — Dis- 


covery that a virus of breast can- 
cer can be transmitted by males 
during the sex act to their mates 
and subsequently their daughters 
was reported today. 


This virus causes breast cancer 


in mice. The finding ipplies at 
present only to this one form of 
cancer in the mice. It is not yet 
demonstrated that the virus is in- 
volved in human breast cancer. 


Today's report adds another im- 


portant link in years of research 
on this virus of mouse breast 
cancer, discovered originally by 
Dr. John J. Bittner of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. 


He found that mother mice 


transmit the virus to their daugh- 
ters by nursing their young. Baby 
mice that were not breast fed do 
not develop the cancer. 


Now, 
Dr. Bittner and research- 


ers elsewhere have found that the 
male mouse can transmit 
the 


virus through the male sperm, o 
seeds of life. The male mousi 
carries the virus though the male; 
rarely develop breast cancer. 


These males had been breas 


fed by mothers who carried the 
virus. 


The new finding was described 


during a tour of cancer centers 
sponsored by the American Can 
cer Society.

B.C. 


The Heidelberg man, believed to 


be his senior by several thousand 
years, was found at the village 
of Mauer, also In the Rhine valley 
but near Heidelberg ITS miles to 
the south. 


Several other skeletons of ice- 


age men have been found in South 
Africa, France and other parts of 
Europe.

had a staff of only 10 lawyer*, plus 
some other help, and had investi- 
gated exactly nobody.

This hardly jibes with the ad 


ministration's attempt to nire, be 
fore Morris agreed to take the job

.lie late Robert Patterson, termer 
secretary of War, Montana's for- 
mer Senator Burton K. Wheeler, 
and Federal Judge Thomas F. 
Murphy, who sent Alger »iiss to 
jail when Murphy was a govern 
ment prosecutor. 


And both McGrath and Morris 


established some kind of record 
for men who change their minds 
about one another. 


On Feb. 1 Morris told newsmen 


he was impressed by McGrath's
